Russian Vacatio ns Are 
Real Rigo ro us Perio ds

Yes, there is a vacatio n-land in 
the U.S.S.R. But mo st Americans 
mig ht think it easier to just keep 
wo rking than to play the So viet 
way. 
While to uring the So viet Unio n 
as a m ember o f an American stu-, 
dent g ro up, I visited a typical va­ 
catio n camp: the Go relnik to urist 
base in the mo untains o utside the 
Central Asian city o f Alma-Ata. 
At 7 a.m., the So viet natio nal 
anthem blared fro m 
lo ud-speak­ 
ers, blasting sno o zers o ut o f the 
sleeping bag s fo r 10 minutes o f 
directed calisthenics o utdo o rs.

Th e representation issue h as al­ 
ready * h urt American policy so 
much th at th e State Department 
may be wondering if th ere ever 
will be a face-saving way to put 
aside th e issue for good. 
Peiping 
probably 
genuinely 
wants a U.N. seat. It’s question­ 
able, h owever, th at th is is wh at 
th e Russians want for Peiping. 
Red Ch ina h as done more h arm 
to U.S. policy outside th e U.N. 
th an sh e could h ope to do inside. 
Th erein may be a clue to th e 
odd feature of th e debate. Th is 
concerned th e Soviet performance 
Tuesday in th at cataract of eam- 
j est platitudes. 
America’s friends were mostly 
silent. On th e oth er side, neutral­ 
ist nations carried th e ball for Red 
Ch ina’s claim. Th ey are genuine- 
• ly interested in solving a situation 
carry ing a terrible th reat for th e 
Asian Continent. Asian representa­ 
tives concentrated on th e issue 
under 
discussion, 
avoiding 
th e 
Communist ch orus of violent accu 
sation against th e United States. 
Stra ng e Perfo rma nce 
Th e Soviet delegation, wh en it 
came to Red Ch ina’s membersh ip 
bid, put on a strangely perfunc­ 
tory performapce. It was almost 
as if th e Soviets weren't reaJly 
interested in th at aspect. Foreign 
Minister 
Gromy ko 
dutifully 
re­ 
peated th e words ex pected of h im: 
th at Peiping was th e real repre­ 
sentative of th e Ch inese people. 
Apart from th at, h e ail but ignored 
th e membersh ip question. 
But wh en h e came to th e For­ 
mosa question, Gromy ko rolled up 
h is sleeves and went to work with 
gusto, spilling out a catalogue of 
abuse 
intended 
to 
picture 
th e 
United 
States as 
an 
imminent 
th reat to Asian peace. Th e debate 
was a convenient mallet for beat­ 
ing th e U. S. State Department 
over th e h ead. Th e bludgeon was 
fash ioned not from th e U.N. mem­ 
bersh ip issue, but from th e notion 
th at th e United States was an ag­ 
gressor occupy ing th e territory — 
Formosa and th e Pescadores of 
an Asian country , th at it teeters 
on th e brink of war. 
Moscow Likes Situation 
Th us fits in with th e patient So­ 
viet campaigns to split th e United 
States from its allies and immun­ 
ize neutralist states against West­ 
ern influence. 
Indeed, th e per­ 
formance could justify a suspi­ 
cion Moscow is pleased with th e 
existing situation—just so long as 
it doesn’t blow up into a sh ooting 
scrape involving Russians. 
To carry th e suspicion anoth er 
step: Moscow' migh t well be dis­ 
may ed if th ere were any real 
ch ance Red Ch ina would be seat­ 
ed in th e U.N. 
• 
Moscow 
propagah d'a ■ ch ortles 
frequently th at U.S. Far East pol 
icy is in a sealed box. Wh at could 
suit Soviet purposes better? Wash ­ 
ington is stuck \£ ith a Nationalist 
regime on Formosa wh ich many 
of America’s friends consider dis­ 
credited. Th e United States cannot 
retreat from its policy under pres­ 
sure. Yet th e policy is one wh ich 
can be turned into a war th reat 
wh enever th e Communists ch oose 
to push th e button. 
In h is book “War or Peace, 


publish ed in 1950 wh en h e was Re­ 
publican foreign policy adviser to 
th e Truman administration, Sec­ 
retary Dulles wrote: “If th e Com­ 
munist government in Ch ina in 
fact proves its ability to govern 
Ch ina with out serious domestic re­ 
sistance, th en it too sh ould be ad­ 
mitted 
to 
th e 
United 
Nations. 
However, a regime th at claims to 
h ave become th e government of a 
country th rough civil war sh ould 
not be recognized until it h as been 
tested over a reasonable period of 
time.” 
If th e Russians h ave th eir way , 
th e test period may never end.
